worthy conſiderations, hauing to that end con. 
poſed them together thus briefly as you ſeeʒ here- 
in to your great encouragement, you may behold 
the good providence pt God working with. you 
in our preſeruãtion from ſð many Jingerous plots 
and treacheries, as haue błene intended againſt 
vs; as alſo in giving his ble ſſing ſo powerſully vp- 
on the weake meanes wee had, inabling vs with 


health and ability beyond expectation, in our 


grcatel! icatcitics, and poſſcſſing the hearts of the 
Saluages with aſtoniſhment and tearc of vs, where- 


as if God had let them looſe, they might eaſily 


haue ſwallowed vs vp, ſcarce being an handfull in: 
compariſon of thoſe forces they might haue gathe- 
red together againſt vs, which now by Gods ble ſ- 
ſing will be more hard and difficult, in regard our 
number of men is increaſed, our rowne better for- 
tihed, and our ſlore better victualed. Bleſſed there- 
ſore be his name, that hath done ſo great things for 
vs, & hath wrought ſo great a change amongſt vs. 
Accept I pray you my weake endevours pardon 
my vns kilfulneſſe, and brarc with my plaineneſſe 
in the things I haue handled. Bee not diſcobraged 
by our former neceſſities, but rather incouraged 
with vs, hoping that ys God hath wrought with vs 


in our beginning of this worthy Worke, vnderta 


ken in his name and feare; ſo he will by vs accom- 
pliſh the ſame to his glory and our comfort, if wee 
neglect not the meanes. I conſeſſe, it hath not bin 
much leſſe chargeable to ſome of you, then hard 

and

and diſſicult to vs, that haue endured the brunt of 


the batte ll, and yer ſmall profits returned ; onely by 
Gods mercy wee are ſaſely ſeate d, houſed, and for» 
tiſicd, by which meanes a great ſtep is made vnto 
gaine, and a more direct courſe taken for the ſame, 
chen if at firſt we had raſhly and covetouſly fallen 
vpon it. 1 
Indeed, three things are the overthrow and bane 

(asl may terme it) of Plantations, 

1. The vaine expectation of preſent profit, which 
too too commonly taketh a principall ſeate in the 
heart and affection; though Gods glory, &c. is pre- 
ferred before it in the mouth with proteſtation. 

2. Ambition in their Governours aud Comman- 
ders, (ccking onely ro make themſelues great, and 
ſlaues of af that arc vnder them, ro maintaine 2 
tranſitory baſe honour in themſelues, which God 
oft puniſheth with contempt. 

3. The careleſnes ofthoſe that ſend over ſupplies 
of men vnto them, not caring how they bee quali- 
fied : ſo that oft times they are rather the Image of 
men endued with beſtiall, yea, diabolicall afteRi 
ons, then the Image of God, enducd with reaſon, 
vnderſtanding, and holines. | hy bt God i ſpeake 
not theſe things experimentally, by way of com- 
plaint of our owne condition, bur having great 
cauſe on the contrary part to be thankefull xo God 
{5r his mercics RE vs: but rather, if there bee 
any too deſirous of gaine, to intreate them to mo- 
dietrate theie affections, and conſider that no man 

expecteth fruit before the tree be growne ; adviſing 
all men, that as they tender their owne well fare, 
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The Epiſile Deaicatory. 
ſo to make choiſe of ſuch ta mannage and govern e 
theit afayres,as are approueg. not t be legkers of 
themlvlucs, but the common good at all ſax hom 
they are imployed, and belcecning loch as haue the 
Cate of tranipurting wen tor the lupply and turni- 
ſhingof Plaotations,co be uuely carctuilan ſonding 
ſuch as may further and not hinder ſo good an ach- 
on. There is no godly honeſt man, but will be 
helpfull in his kinde, and adorne his profeſſion 
with an vpright life and converlation, which Doc. 
wing of manners ought tirt to bee Preached by, gi- 
uing good example to the poore Savage Heathens 
amongſt whom they liue. On the contrary part, 
what great offence hath beene giuen by many pro- 
ſanc meg, who being but ſeeming Chriſtians, haue 
made Chriſt and Chriſtianitie ſunke in the noſtrils 
of the poore Inſidels, and ſo laid a ſtumbling blocke 
before them: but woc be to them by wham ſuch off en- 
ces came. 1 
Theſe things I offer to your Chriſtian conſide- 
rations, beſeeching you to make a good conſtruc- 
tion of my ſimple meaning, and take in good part 
this enſuing Relation, dedicating my ſelſe and it 
euermore vnto your ſeruice; beſeeching God to 
crowne our Chriſtian and faithfull ende uours with 
his bleſſings temporall and eternall.

Moneth of Nowemb.1621. 
(blefſed be God) brought 
vs a new ſupply of 3s. 
perlons, was not long de- 
parted our Coaſt, ere the 
Great people of Nano- 
higganſet, which are re por- 
ted to be many thouſands 


forth many threats againſt vs, not withſtanding their dell 


red and obtained peace with vs in theore- going ſummer, 
Inſomuch as the common talke of our neighbour Ivaian: 


on all ſides was of the preparation they made to come 
againſt vs. In reaſon a' man would thinke they ſhould. 


haue now more cauſe to feare vs than before our ſupply 


came: but though none of them were preſent, yet vn-

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derſtanding by others that they neither he Armes 
nor other prouiſions with them, bur wholly relied on vs, 
it occafioncd them to ſleight and braue vs with ſo many 
chrea's as they did. At length came one of them to ys, 
who was {cnt by Conara us their chicke S bim or King, 
accompanied with one Joh a friendly Indian. 
This meſſenger inquired for Tiſqnuantwm our Interpre- 
ter, who not being at home ſcemed rather to be glad than 
ſorry, and leauinꝑ tor lum a bundle of new arrowes lap- 
ped in a taitle Snakes skin, deſired to depart wich all ex- 
pedition. But our Goucrnours not knowing what to 
make of this ſtrange cariage, and comparing it with that 
we hid formerly hcard, committed him to the cuſtodie 
of Captaine Saudi, hoping now to know ſome certain- 
tie ot chat we ſo often heard, eicher by his owne relation 
to vs, orito Tiſquantum at his returne, deſiring my ſelſe, 
hauing ſpeciall familiaritie with che other fore · named In- 
di an, to ſec if I could learne any thing from him, Wwhoſe 
anſwer was ſparingly to this effect; that he could not cer- 
tainly cell, but thought they were enemies to vs, That 
night Captaine Sandiſb gaue me and another. charge of 
him, and gaue vs order to vic him kindly, and that hee 
ſhould not want any thing he deſired, and to take all occa- 
ſions to tale and inquire of the reaſons of thoſe reports 
we heard, and withall to ſignifie that vpon his true rela- 
tion he ſhould be ſure of his vwne freedome. At firſt feare 
ſo poſſeſt him, that he could ſcarce ſay any thing: but in 
the end became more familiar, and told vs that the meſ- 
enger which his Maſter ſent in Summer to treat of peace, 
at luis teturne perſwaded him rather to warte; and to the 
end he might prouoke him thereunto, (as appeared to 
lim by our reports) de ained many of the < 


mpgs Were 


ſent him by our Gouernour, ſcorning the meanneſſe of 
them both in reſpect of what himſelf had formerly ſent, & 
alto of the greatnelle of his owne perſon; ſo that he much 
blamed the former Meſſenger, ſaying , that vpon the 
knowledge of this his falſe cariage, it would coſt him his 


life;

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Le g but aſſured vs that 
then with him to his M 
vs. Of this we inſormed the Gouernour and his Aſſi- 
ſtant, and Captaine Standiſh, who after conſultation con- 
fAidered him howſoever but in the ſtate of a meſſenger, 
and it being as well againſt the Lawof Armes amongit 
them as vs in Eurepe, to lay violent hands on any 
ſuch, ſet him at liberty, the Gouernour giving him order 
to certiſie his Maſter that he had heard of luis large and 
many threatnings, at which hee was much — 

daring him in thoſe reſpects to the vtmoſt, if he woul 
not be reconciled to liue peaceably as other his neigh- 
bours z manitcfting wichall (as euer) his deſite of 
peace; but his ſeareleſſe reſolution, if he could not ſo liue 
amongſt them. Aſter which lie cauſed meat to be offe- 
red him, but he refuſed to eat, making all ſpecd to re- 
turne, and giuing many thanks for his liberty. But re- 
queſting the other Iadian againe to returne, the weather 
being violent, he vſed many words to perſwade him to 
ſtay longer, but could not. Whereupon he left him, and 
ſaid he was with his friends, and would not take a journey 


in ſuch extremitie. 
After this when Ti/quantim returned, and the ar-

rowes were deliuercd, and the manner of the meſſengers 


cariage related, he ſignified to the Gouernour, that to 
ſend the rattle Snakes skin in that manner, imported en- 
mitie, and that it was no better than a challenge. Here- 
upon after ſome deliberation, the Gouernour Koked the 
skin with powder and ſhot, and ſent it backe, reiurninę 
no leſſe defiance to Conanac tu, atſuring him if hee had 
ſhipping now preſent thereby to ſend his men to Nano- 
higganſer (the place of his abode) they ſhould not need 
to come fo farre by land to vs: yet withall. ſhewin 
that they ſhould neuer come vn welcome or | 4 
for. This meſſage was ſent by an Indian, and deliuered 
in ſuch ſort, as it was no ſmall terrour to this ſauage

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King, inſomuck as hee would not once touch the 
powder and ſhot, or ſuffer it to ſtay in his houſe or 
Country, Whereupon the Meſſenger refuling it; ano- 


cher rooke it vp, and hauing beene poſted fromplace 
to plcce a long time, at length came whole backe 


againe. | 
g In the meane time, knowing our one weakneſſe, 
notu ithſtanding our high words and loftie lookes to- 
wards them, and ſtill lying open to all cafualty, hawng 
as yet (vader God) no other defence than our Armes, 
wee thought it moſt needfull to impale our Towne, 
Which with all expedition wee accompliſhed in the 
moneth of February and ſome few dayes, taking in 
the top of the Hill vader which our Towne is feared; 
making foure bulwarkes or ietties without the ordina · 
rie circuit of the pale, from whence wee could defend 
| the whole Towne : In three whereof are gates, and 
F the fourth in time to be. This being done, Caps» 
taine Standiſh diuided our ſtrength into foure ſquadrons 
or companies, appointing whom hee thought moſt fit 
to haue command of each; And at a generall Muſter or 
Tray ning, appointed each his place, gaue each his Com- 
panie, giuing them charge vpon euery alarum to reſort 
to theit Leads to their appointed place, and in his ab- 
ſence, to be commanded and directed by them. That 
do ie according to his order, each drew his Coin- 
panie to his appointed place for defence, and there 
together diſcharged their muskets. After which they 
broualit their new Commanders to their liouſes, 
where 2oainc they graced them with their ſhot, and 
Ao departed. |

lution, ſo it would not now ſtand with our ſafecie to me 


vp our ſelues in our neu- encloſed tone, y becauſe 
on Store was almoſt emptie, and 7 lecke out 
lor our daily food, without which we could not long ſub · 
ſiſt; but eſpecially for that thereby they would ſee vs diſ- 
maicd, & be encouraged to proſecute their malicious pur- 
poſes , with more eagerneſſe than euer they — er ; 
whereas on che contrary,by the bleſſing of God,our feare- 
lelle carriage might be a meanes to diſcourage and weaken 
their And therefore thought beſt to pro- 
ceed in our trading voyage, making this vſe of that wee 
heard, to goe the better prouided, aud vic the mote cate- 
ſulneſle both at home and abroad, leauing the euent to the 
diſpoſing of the Almighcie, whoſe prouidence as it had 
hitherto beene ouer vs for good, ſo we had now no cauſe 
(ſaue our ſinnes) to diſpaire of his mercie in our preſerua · 
tion and continuance, where wee deſired rather to bee in- 
ſtruments of good to the Heathens about vs, than to giue 
chem the leaſt meaſure of iuſt offence. | 
All things being now in readineſſe, the forensmed 
Captaine with ten men, accompanied with Tust 
and Hobbamock, ſer forwards for the Aſafſachwſets : but 
wee had no ſooner turned the point of the harbour called 
the Garnet noſe (where being becalmed wee let fall our 
grapnell, to ſer things to rights, and prepare to row) but 
there came an Indian of Tiſ quantum family, running to 
certaine of out people that were from home with all eager- 
netle, hauing his face wounded, and the bloud ſtill freſh on 
the ſame, calling to them to repaire home, of: look ing be- 
hinde hin, as it ſome others had him in chaſe, ſaying that 
at Namaſchet (a towne ſome fiſteene miles from vs) there 
weile many of the Nanobigganſets, Maſſaſſowat our ſuppo- 
{ed friend, and Conbatant our feared enemie, with many 
others, with a reſolution to take aduantage on the preſent 
opportuniric, to aſſault the rowne in the Captaines ab- 
ſence, affirming that he receiued the wound in his face for. 
ſpeaking

qubiagia cu beballs and by ſleight eſcaped, looking 


asif he ſuſ chem co be ar hand. This 


he affirmed againe to the Gouernour, when he 
command — of 8 — 
ready and diſcharged, to the end that if we were not out ol 


hearing, we might returne thereat. Which we no ſooucr 
heard, but wer repaired home ward with all conuenient 
ſpeed, arming our ſelues, and making all in rcadinctic 
to fight, When wee entred the harbour, we ſaw the 
Towne likewiſe on their guard, whither we hafte d with 
all convenient ſpeed. The newes being made krone 
vnto vs, Hebbawock ſaid flatly that it was falſe, alluring 
vs of Maſſaſſowat: faichfulneiſe; howſoeuer he Irn 
he would neuer haue vndertaken any ſuch act without 
his ptiuitie, himſelfe being a Pinſe, that is, one of his 
ieteſt champions or men of valour, it being the man- 
ner ight them not to vndertake ſuch enterpꝛiiſes 
vrithout· the aduice and furtherance of men of that 
ranke. To this the Gouernour anſwered, hee ſhould 
be ſorry that any iuſt and necellarie occaſions of warre 
ſhould ariſc berweene him and any the Sauages, bur 
eſpecially. Mafſaſſowat , not that hee feared hum more 
than the reſt, but becauſe his loue more exceeded 
towards him than any. Whereunto Hobbamock re- 
plyed; There was no cauſe wherefore hee ſhould 
diſtruſt him, and cherefore ſhould doe well to concinue 
his affections. 2 
But to the end things might be made more mani- 
feſt, the Gouernour cauſed Hobbamock to ſend his wife 
with all priuacie to Puckanohick the chiefe place of 
AHaſſaſſowats reſidence, (pretending other occaſior ) 
chere to 1nforme herfelfe, and fo vs, of the right ſtate of 
things, When ſhee came thicher, and ſaw all chings 
; and that no ſuch matter was or had beene inten- 
ed, told Maſſaſſowart whit had hapned at Plimoth, (by 
them called Pata rt) which when hee vnderſtood, he

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was much offended at the eiae 
many thanks to the | s of 
him; and alluring him that according to their rſt Ard 
cles of peace, he would ſend word and giue warning when 
any ſuch buſineſſe was towards. l er 
Tkus by degrees wee began to diſcover Tim. 
tum, whole ends were onely to make himſelte great ini 
the eyes of chis Country- men, by meancs of his neeres 
neſſe and fauour with vs, not caring who fcll.ſo hee 
ſtood, In the generall, his courſe was ta pearſwade 
them hee could lead vs to peace or warte at his plea- 
ſure, and would oft threaten the Inu, ſending them 
word in a private manner, wee were intended 
to kill chem, chat thereby hee might get gifts co him- 
ſelfe to works their auch, inſomuch as they had him 
in greater eſteeme than many of their Sb; yea 
they themſclucs ſought to him, who promiſed them 
peace in reſpect of vs; yea and protection alſo, ſo as 
chey would reſort to him, So that whereas diuers were 
wont to relie on A1-ſafewat for prot ection, and relort 
to his abode, now they began to leave him, 6 

alter Ti/quartam, Now though hee could not 

good theſe his large promiles, eſpecially becauſe of he 
continued peace betweene Aaſſaſſmat and vs, he th 
tore raiſed this falſe alarum, hoping whileſt things w 
hot in the heat of bloud, to prouoke vs to march into 
his Country againſt him, whereby he hoped to kindle 
ſuch a lame as would not eaſily be quenched, and 
hoping if that blocke were once remoucd, there were 
no other betweene him and honour z which he loued as 
his life, and preferred before his peace. For theſe and 
the like abuſcs, tlie Goucrnour ſharply reproued him, 
yer was hee ſo neceſlarie and profitable an inſtrument, 
25 at that time wee could not mifſe him, But when 
wee vnderitood his dealings, we certified all the Indi- 
ans of our ignorance and innocencie therein, — 
chem 
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to feare, And if any hereaſter ſhould raiſe any ſuch re- 
ports, they ſhould 
their and our diſturbanee, which gaue the Indian good 
ſati faction on all ſides. 


HMaſſachuſets, where wee had good ſtore of Trade, 
and (bleſſed be God) returned in ſaſety, though dri- 
ven from before our I ownecin great danger and extre- 
mitie of weather. 

At our returne, wee found Maſſaſſowar at the 
Plantation, who made his ſeeming juſt Apologie 
for all former matters of accuſation, being much 
offended and * againſt Tiſquantum, whom the 
Gouernour pacifie 
ſent, But not long after his departure, hee ſent a 
meſſenger to the Gouernour, intreating him to giue 
Way to the death of Tiſquantum, who had ſo much 
abuſed him. But the Gouernour anſwered; Al- 
though hee hag) deſerued to die both in reſpect of 
him and vs; yet for our ſakes hee deſired hee would 
ſpare him, and the rather becauſe wirchout him hee 
knew not well how to vnderſtand himſelte, or any 
other the [ndians, With this anſwer the meiſenger 
returned, but came againe not long after, accom- 
panied with diuers others, demanding lum from 


| Maſſaſſowat their Maſter, as being one of his ſub- 
iects, whom by our firſt Articles of peace wee could 


not retaine: yet becauſe hee would not willingly doe 


it without the Gouernours approbation, offered him 


many Beuers skins for his conſent thereto, ſaying, 
that according to their manner, their Sachim had 
ſent his owne knife, and them therewith, to cut off 


his head and hands, and bring them co him. To 


which the Gouernour anſwered , It was not the man-

After this wee proceeded in pur voyage to the 


as much as hee could for the pre - 
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when they had deſcrued iuſtly to die, to give them 
their reward, and thereſote refuſed their Reauers a2 
a gift : but ſcat for Tf , who though hee 
knew their intent, yet offered not to flie, but came 
and accuſed Hobb 1imock as the author and worker 
of his overehrow; yeclding himſelte ro the Gouer- 
nour to bee ſent or not according as hee thought 
meet. But at the inſtant, when our Gouernour was 
ready to deliuer him into the hands of his Execu- 
tioners, a Boat was ſcene at Sea to croſſe before our 
Towne, and fall behinde a head- land not farre off: 
whereupon, hauing heard many rumors of the French, 
and not knowing whether there were any combina- 
tion betweene the Sauages and them, the Goucr» 
nour told the If.. he would firit know vyhat Boat 
that was ere he would deliuer him into their cuſtodie, 
But being mad with rage, and impatient at delay, they 
departed in great heat. 
Here let mee not omit one notable (though 
wicked) practiſe of this Tiſquantwus, co the end 
he might poſleiſe his Countrymen with the greater 
feare of vs, and ſo conſequently ct himſelſe, told 
them wee had the plague buried in our ſtore-houſe, 
which at our pleaſure wee could ſend forth to What 
place or people wee would, and deſtroy them there- 
with, though wee ſtirred not from home. Being vp- 
on the fore-· named brabbles ſent for by the Gouer- 
nour to this place, where Hobbamck, was and ſome 
other of vs, the ground being broke in the middeſt 
of the houſe, (whereunder certaine batrels of powder 
were buried, though vaknowne to him) Hobbamock. 
asked him what it meant? To whom he readily an- 
ſwered ; That was the place wherein che plague was 
buried, whereof hee formerly cold him and others, 
Aker this Hobbamock asked one of our people, whe-- 


ther ſuch a thing were, and whether wee had ſuch 
command 
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ance: The reaſon was, that ſupply of u 
mentioned, which came ſo vnprouided, not land: 
ſo much as 2 barrell of bread or meale ſor their whole 
company, bur contrariwiſe receiued from vs for their 
ſhips ſtore homeward, Neither were the ſetters forch 
thereof altogether ro be blamed therein, but rather cer - 
taine amongſt our ſelues, who were too prodigall in 
their writing and reporting of that plenty we enioyed. 
Bur that I may returne. 
This Boat proucd to be a Shallop that belonged 


| r 
to a fiſhing ſhip, called the Sparrow, ſet forth by 
Maſter — ks lace Merchant and Citizen 00 
London, which brought ſix or ſeuen paſſengers at 

his charge, that ſhould before haue beene landed ac 

our Plantation, who alſo brought no more prouiſion 
for the preſent than ſerued the Boats gang for their 
rerurne to the ſhip, which made her voyage at a place 
called Damarins Cone neere Munhiggen ſome forty 
leagues from vs North-caſt-ward z about which place 
there fiſhed aboue thirty ſaile of ſhips, and whither 
my ſelfe was imployed by our Gouernour, with er- 
ders to take vp 25 victuals as the ſhips could ſpare, 
where I found kinde entertainment and good teipect/ 
with a willingneſſe to ſupply our wants: But being 
not able to ſpare thar quantitie L required, by reaſon 
of tho neceſſitie of ſome amongſt themſelues, whom 
they ſupplied before my comming, would not take 
any Bils for che ſame, but did what they could free- 
ly, wiſhing their ſtore had beene ſuch as they might

in greater meaſure haue expretTed their owne loue, 
ans ſupplied our neceſſities, for which they ſorrow- 
ed, prouoking one another to the vempgſt of their a. 
bilities : which although it were not much àmongſt 
ſo many people as were at the Plantation, yet through 
the prouident and diſcreet care of the Gouernours, re- 
coucred and preſerued ſtrength till oyr owne crep on 
the ground was ready. 

Having diſpatched there, I returned home with 
all ſpeed conucnicuc , where I found the tate of che 
Colonie much weaker than when J left it: for till 
now wee were neuer without ſome bread, the want 
whereof much abated the ſtrength and fleſn of ſome, 
and ſwelled others, Bur here it may be ſaid, if the 
Country abound with Fiſh and Fowle in ſuch meaſure 
as is reported, how could men vndergoe ſuch mea- 
ſure ot hardneſſe, except through their one negli- 
gence? | anſwer z Euery thing muſt be expected in 
its proper ſeaſon. No man, as one ſaich, will gee 
into an Orchard in the Winter to. gather Cherries 2 
ſo hee that lookes for Fowle there in the Summer, 
will be deceiued in his expectation. The time they 
continue in plenty with vs, is from the beginning of 
October to the end of Mich ; bur theſe extremities 
befell vs in Mi, and June, I confe!le that as the 
Fowle decreaſe, lo Fiſh increaſe. And indeed their 
exceeding abuſdance was a great cauſe of increaſing 
cur wants, For though our Bay and Creckes were 
ful! of Balle, and other fiſh, yet tor want of fit and 
ſtrong Saynes, and other ncr1ng, they for the moſt 
part brake thorow and carricd all away before them. 
And though the Sea were full of Cod, yet wee had 
neither tackling nor harſeis for our Shallops., And 
indeed had wee not beene in a place where diuers 
ſorts of ſhell-6ſh are that may be taken with the 
hand, wee muſt haue periſhed, vnlelle God had 5 
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ſed ſome'vnknowne or extraordinary. meanes for our 


In the time of theſe ftreirs (indeed before my go- 

ing to gen) the Indians began againe to caſt 
forch | ſpeeches, glory ing in our weak- 
n d giving out eaſie it would be ere long 
to cut vs off. Now alſo Ma ſſaſſemat ſeemed to 
3 1 cog aoebes came or ſent to vs as for- 


* 


: Theſe things occaſioned further tho of 
Fortification: And whereas wee haue a Hill called 
the Mount, ineloſed within our pale, vader which 
our Towne is ſeated, wee reſolued to ere a Fort 
thereon, from whence a few might eaſily ſecure the 
Towne from any alſault the Indians can make, whi- 
leſt the reſt might be imployed as occaſion ſerued. 
This worke was begun with great eagerneſſe, and 
with the approbation of all men, hoping that this 
| being once finiſhed, and a continuall guard there 
kept, it would vtterly diſcourage the Sauages from ha- 
ning any hopes or thoughts of riſing againſt vs. And 
though it tooke the greateſt part of our ſtrength from 
_ dreſſing our corne, yet (life being continued) we ho- 
ped God would raiſe ſome meanes in ſtead thereof far 
our further preſeruation. 

In the end of June, or beginning of Iuly, came 
into our harbour two ſhips ot Maſter stens afore- 
ſaid, the one called the Charitie, the other the Swan, 
hauing in them ſome fifty or ſixty men ſent ouer at 
his owne charge to plant for him. Theſe we recei- 
ued into our Towne, attording them whatſoeuer 
curteſie our meane condition could afford, There 
the Charitie, being the bigger ſhip, left them, hauing 
many pallengers which ſhee was to land in Virginia. 
In the meane time, the body of them refreſhed them- 
ſelues at Plmeth, whilett ſome molt fit ſought out a 
place tor them, That little ſtore of corne wee had, 
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was edingly waſted by che vniuſt and diſhoneſt 
walking of cheſe ſtrangers, who though they would 
ſometimes ſeeme to helpe vs in our labour about our 
corne, yet ſpared not day and night to ſteale che ſame, 
it being then eatable, and pleaſant to taſte, though 
grecne and olitable. And though they receiued 
much kindneiſe, fer light both by it and vs; not 
ſparing to requite che loue wee ſhewed them, with ſe- 
cret back bicings, reuilings, &c. the chiefe of them be- 
ing foreſtaled and made againſt vs, beſore they came, 
as after appeared: Neuertheleſſe for their Maſters 
fake, who formerly had deſerued well from vs, wee 
continued to dos them whatſoeuer good or furthe- 
rence wee could, attributing theſe things to the want 
of conſcience and diſcretion , expecting each day, 
when God in his prouidence would disburden vs of 
chem, forrowing that their Ouer-ſecrs' were not of 
more abilitie and fitneſſe for their places, and much 
tearing what would be the iiſue of ſuch raw and vncon- 
ſcionable beginnings, 

Ac length their Coaſters returned, hauing found in 
their iudgement a place fir for plantation, within the 
Bay of the Maſſachuſetr, ar a place called by the 
Indians Wichagu/cuſſet, To which place the bodie of 
them went with all conuenient (peed , leauing ſtill 
with vs ſuch as were ſicke and lame, by the Gouer- 
nours permiſſion, though on their parts vndeſerued, 
whom our Surgeon by the helpe of God recouered 
gratis for them, and they fetched home, as occaſion 
ſlerued. | 
| They had not beene long from vs, ere the Indians 
filled our cares with clamours againſt chem, for ſtealing 
their corne, and other abuſes conceiued by them. At 
which wee grieued the more, becauſe the ſame men, in 
mine one hearing, had beene earneſt in perſwading 
Captaine Standiſb, before their comming to ſolicite our 

Gouernour 


Cee to ſend ſome of Nis men to plantby chem, 
alledging many reaſons how ir mg be commediouns 
for vs. But we knew no meancsro redreſſe theſe abuſes, 


eccalion ſcrued. ; 
In che end of came other wo ſhips into our 
harbour, che one (as | cake ic) was called the De, 
Captainc Jenes hauing the command thereof, the ohe 
was that ſhip of M. W:ffons called che Sparrow, which 
had now made her voyage of ſiſn, and way conferred 
with che other, being both bound for Virginie, Of 

Captaine /ones wee furniſhed our (clues of ſueli prouiii- 
ont as wemoſtn and he could beſt ſpare, who as 


hee vied vs kindly ; fo made vs pay largely for che. 


things wee had, And had not the Almightie, in his 
All-ordering directed him to vs, x would 


haue gone worſe with vs, than euer it had beene, or 


aftet Was: for, as wee had now but fmall ſtoreof corne- 
for che yeere following : fo for want of ſupply, wee 
were worne out of all manner of trucking nor 
hauing any meanes leſt to helpe our ſelues by trade; 
but, through Gods good mercie cowards vs, he had 


wherewith , and did ſupply our wants on that kinde 


competently. 

In the end of Seeber, or beginning of Ofeber, 
M. #:f.ns biggeſt ſhip called the Charitie, rerurnod 
for England, and left their Colony ſufficientiy victu- 


alled, as ſome of moſt credit amongſt them reported 


The leſſer, called the S, remained with his Cold 


ny for their further helpe. At which time they defired 
to ioyne in partnerſfip with vs to trade for corne; to 
which our Gouenour and his Aſſiſtant a vpon 
ſuch equall conditions, as were drawne 
berweene them and vs. The chicfe places aimed 2 
were to the Southward of Cape Ced, and the more 


becauſe Tia, Whole peace before this time 
was 
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confirmed” 
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che Sholes. 1 
Both Colonies being thus agreed, and their comp 
nies fitted and ioyned together, wee reſoluedl to fer 
ward, but were ft croſſed in our purpoſes ns firſt Ma- 
ſter Kichnerd Greene, brother in Law to Maſter ren, 
who from him had a charge in the overſight and go- 

uernment of his Colony, died ſuddenly t our Plan- 
tation, to whom wee gave buriall beficting his place, in 
the belt manner wee could. Afrerward, having Archer 
order to proceed by letter from their other Gouernour 
at the Adaſſachsſets, twice Captaine Standiſb ſer forth 
with them, but were driuen in againe by croſſe and 
violent windes : himſelſe the ſecond time being ſicke 
of a violent feuer. By reaſon whereof (our owne wants 
being like to bee now greater than formerly; partly, 
becauſe wee were enforced to neglect our corne, 
ſpend much time in fortification, but eſpecially becauſe 
lach hauocke was made of that littie wee had, through 
che vniuſt and diſhoneſt carriage of thoſe people before 
mentioned, at our firſt entertainment of them) our 
Gouecrnour in his one perſon ſupplyed the Cap- 
taines place, and in the month of Nowewber againe 
ſet Lack, hauing Ti/quanizm for his Interpreter and 
Pilot, who affirmed hee had twice paſſed within the 
Sholes of Cape Cod, both with Engliſ and French, 
Neuertheleiſe, they went fo farre with him, as the 
Maſter of the thip ſaw no hope of paſſage: but being 
(as hee thought) in danger, bare vp, and according 
to Tiſquant um directions, made for an harbour not 
farre from them, at a place called Adanamoyc le, which 
they found, and ſounding it with their ſhallop found 
the channell, though but narrow and crooked, where 
at length they harboured tlie ſnip. Here they perceiued 
that che tide ſer in and out with more violence at _ 
other 


nor could diſcoucr , by 1 
ſeaſon all the time of 7 — _ 
the entrance thereof mighe beyond. 
but there is no certaintie thereef as yer knowne, 
hauing 7iſquantum for his Interpreter went aſhore 3 At 
firſt che Inhabitants plaied leaſt in ſight, becauſe none 
of our people had euer beene there but vnder- 
ſtanding the ends of their comming, at length came 
to them, welcomming our Gouernour according to 
their Sauage manner, refreſhing them veric well with 
ſtore of veniſon and other victuals, which they brought 
chem in great abundance, promiſing to trade with 
them, with a ſeeming le of the occafion': yet 
their joy was mixed with much iealouſie, as ap 
by cheir after practiſes: for at firſt they were loatſi their 
dwellings ſhould bee knowne, but when they ſaw our 
Gouernours reſolution to ſtay on the ſhore all night, 
chey br him to their houſes, hauing feſt con- 
uaycd all their ſtuffe co a remote place, not farre from 
the ſame, which one of our men walking forth occaſi- 
onally eſpied j whereupon, on the ſudden, neither ir 
nor them could bee found, and fo many times after vp- 
on conceiuod occaſions, they would bee all gone, bag 
and baggage: But being afterwards (by T:/quantams 
meanes) better perſwaded, they left their icaloulie and 
traded wich them; where they got eight hogſheads of 
corne and beanes, tliough the $92.90 were bur few. 
This gaue our Gouernour and the company good en- 
cou agement, Tiſqsantum being ſtill confident in the 
pallage, and the Inhabitants afhrming, they had ſeene 
ſhips of good burchen paſſe within the Sholes aſore - 
ſaid. But here, though they had determined to make a 
ſecond aſſay, yet God had other wayes diſpoſed, who 
ſtrucke Tiſquantum with ſickneſſe, in ſo much as hee 
D there 
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chere died, which croſſed their Souhward trading, 
and the more becauſe the Maſters ſufficiencie as much 
doubted, and the ſeaſon verie tempeſtuous, and not 
fit to goe vpon diſcouerie, having no guide to direct 
them. 
From thence they departed, and the wind being 
faire for the Maſſachuſets went thither, and the rather 
becauſe the Sauages vpon our motion had planted 
much corne tor vs, which they promiſed not long be- 
fore that time. When they came thither, they found; 
a great ſickneſſe to be amongſt che ſadiexs, nat vnlike 


the plague, if not the ſame. They renued their com- 


plains to our Gouernour, againſt that other plantation 
ſeated by chem, for their iniurious walking. But indeed 
the trade both for Furres and oorne was ouerthrowne in 
that place, they giuing as much for a quare of corne, as 
we vicd to doe for a Beauers skin; fo that little good 
could be there done. From thence they returued into- 
the borrame of che Bay of Cape Cod, to a'place cal- 
led Nawſer, where the Sachim vicd theGouernour very 
kindly, and where they bought eight or ten- h ds 
of corne and beanes. Alſo at a place called Mattachiefh, 
where they had like kind entertainment and corne alſo, 
During the time of their trade in theſe piaces,there were 
ſo great and violent ſtormes, as the (ſhip was much en 
dingered, and our ſhallop caſt away, ſo that they had 
now no meanes to carry the corne aboard that they 
had bought, the ſhip _ by their report well neere 
two leagues from theſame, her owne Boat being ſmall, 
and ſo leake, (hauing no Carpenter with them) as they 
durſt ſcarce fetch wood or water in her. Hereupon the 
Gouernour cauſed the corne to be made in a round 
ſtack, and bought mars, and cur ſedge to couer it, and 


gue charge to the Indians not to meddle with it, promi- 


fing him that dwelt next to it a reward, if he would keep 


vermine alſo from it, which he vndertooke, and the 
Sachim 
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Sachin promiſed to male good. In the mcane time, ic- 
cording pr the Gouernours requeſt, che Sac bim ſent 
men to ſeeke the ſhallop, which they found buried al- 
moſt in ſand at a high-· water marke, hauing many things 
remaining in her, but vnſeruiceable ſor the preſent; 
whercof theGouernour gave the Sac him ſpecial] charge 
that it ſhould not be further broken, promiſing ere long 
to ſetch both ir and the corne; aſſuring them, if ncither 
were diminiſhed, he would take it as a ſigne ol their 
honeſt and true friendſhip, which they ſo much made 
ſhew of, but if they were, they ſhould certainly ſmart 
for cheir vnivuſt and diſhoneſt dealing, and further make 
good whatſoeuer they had fo taken. So he did likewiſe 4 
at Mart ac hie t, and tooke leaue of them, being reſolued 
to leaue theſhip,and take his tourney home by land with 
our owne company, ſendivg word tothe ſhip, that they 
ſhould take their firſt opportunitie to 88 for Plimerh, 
where hee determined, by the permiſſion of God, to 
meet them. And hauing procured a Guide, it being no 
leſſe chan fiſty miles to our Plantation, ſer forward, re- 
ceiuing all reſpect that could be fromthe Indian: in his 
journey, and came ſafely home, though weary and ſur. 
bated, Whither ſome three dates after * ſnip alſo came. 
The corne being diuided which they had got, Maſtes 
Peftons company went to their owne Plantation, it be- 
ing further agreed, that they ſnould returne with all con- 
uenient ſpeed, and bring their Carpenter, that they 
might ferch the reſt of the corne, and ſaue the ſhallop. 

At their reiurne, Captaine Stærdiſb being recouered 
and in health, tooke another ſhallop, and went with 
them to the corne, which they found in ſalety as they 
left it: alſo they mended the other ſliallop, and got F/ 
their corne aboard the ſhip, This was in lanuary, as 
I cake it, it being very cold and ſtormy, inſomuch as 
(the harbour _ none of the beſt) they were con- 


ſtrained to cut both the fhallops from the ſhips ſterne, 
e | and 
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and ſo loſt boch a ſecond came, Bur the floeme 
ing ouer, and ſeeking out, they ſaund chem boch, 
not having receiued any great hurt. Whileſt they were 
at Mauſet, hauing occaſion to lie on the | 
their ſhallop in a Crceke not far from them an Tadian 
came into the ſame, and ſtole certaine Cillera, 
and other rifles out of the ſame, which when the Cap- 
taine milled, he tooke certaine of his com with 
him, and went to the Sachim, telling him what had 
hapned, and . ſame againe, or che party that 
ſtole them, (Who was knowne to certaine of che Idi- 
av: or elſe he would revenge it on them before his de- 
ture, and ſo tooke leave fox that night being late, re- 
Eling whatſoeuer kindnelle they offered. On the mor- 
row, the Sachim came to their randeuow i 
with many men, in a ſtately manner, who ſaluting the 
Captaine in this wiſe; He thruſt out his e 
one might ſee the coor thereof, and therewith licked 
his hand from the vriſt co the fingers end, withall bow- 
ing the knee, ſtriving to imitate the Engliſh geſture, be- 
ing inſtructed therein formerly by Tin: his men 
did the like, hut in ſo rude and ſnuage a manner, as our 


men could ſcarceforbeare to break out in open kee 


Aſter ſalutation, he deliuered the Beads, & ot her things, 
to the Captaine, ſay ing, he had much beaten the partie for 
doing it, 9 by make booth and bring 
them, according to their deſire, ſeeming to be very ſorry 
for the fact, We glad to be reconciled. So they depar . 
ted, and came home in ſaſety; where the corne was 
equally diuided, as before. 

After this the Gouernour went te two ether inland 
Townes, with another company, aud bought corne like- 
wiſe of them, the one is called Namazker, the other 
CMainomet, That from Namasket was brought home 
partly by Indian women; but a great ſickneiſe ariſing 
amongſt them, our one men were infotced to fetch

che Sanin cuſtody : this Towne lieeh from vs South 
well necre ewency miles, and ſtands vpon afreſh riuer, 
which runnech into the Bay of Nawbrygen/er, and can- 
not be leiſe than ſinty miles from thence. It will beare 
a boat of-eighe on ten tunne to this place. Hither the 
Dutch or French, or both vic to come. I is from hence 
to che Bay of Cape Cod about eight miles; out of which 
Bay it flo wech into a Crecke ſome ſix miles almoſt di- 
rect towards the Towne, The heads ofthe Riuer, and 
this Creeke are not far diſtant. This Riucr 2 thus 
high, Oyſters, Muſcles, Clams, and other one 
in ſhape like a beane, another like a Clam, both good 
meat, and great abundance at all times z beſides is aboun- 
deth with diuers ſorts of freſh fiſh in their ſeaſons. The 
Gouernour or Sechim of this place, was called C, 
who had formerly, as well as many others, (yea all with 
vrhom as yet we had to doe) acknowledged themſeloes 
the ſubiects of our Soueraigne Lord the King. This Sa- 
clis vſed the Couernour very kindly, and it ſeemed was 
of good reſpect and authoritie amongſt the Indiaa. For 
whilett the Goucrnour- was there within night in bitter 
weather, came two men from Manamoic before ſpo- 
ken of, and haviog ſer aſide their bowes and quiuers, ac- 
cording to their manner, fate downe by the fire, and 
tooke a pipe of Tobacco, not vſing any words in that 
time, nor any other to them, but all remained ſilent, ex- 
pecting when they would ſpeake: At length they lool - 
ed toward Canacum, and one of them made a ſhort 
ſpcech, and deltuereda preſent to him ſrom his Sc hum, 
which was a basket of Tobacco, and many Beads, which 
the other receiued thankfully. After which hee made a 
long ſpeech to him, the contents hereof was related to 
vs by Hebbamock, (who then accompanied the Gouer- 
neur for his Guide) to be a3 followeth; It hapned that 
two of chen wen ſell out a * ey were in gane (for . 
3 vic 
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vic gaming as much as any where, and will play away 
22 their kin from . 2 their 
wiues Skins alſo, though it may betheygre many miles 
diſtant from them, as my ſelſe haue ſcene) end Srpw1i: 
to great hear, the one killed the other. I 

i ſt them, 


this fact was a Ho, one of i 
and ſuch an one. 2s they could not well miſſe, yet ano- 
ther people greater than themſelues threatned them 
wich worte, if they would not put him to death. The 
party offending was in hold, neither would their Sachem 
doe one way or other till their recurne, reſting vpon 
him for aduice and furtherance an ſo weighty a matter. 
Aſter this there was (ilence a ſhort time; at length men 
gaue their iudgement what they thought beſt, Amongſt 
others, he asked Hobbamock what he thought ? Wh 
anſwered, he was but a ſtranger to them, but thought it 
was better that one ſhould die than many, ſince he had 
deſerued it, and the reſt were innocent; whereupon he 
paſſed the ſentence of death ypon him. 

Not long after (hauing no great quantitie of corne 
left) Captaine Standiſb went againe with a ſhallop 
to Mart ac hies, meeting alſo with the like extremitie 
of weather, both of wind, ſnow, and froſt, inſomuch 
as they were frozen in the harbour the fiſt night they 
entred the ſame. Here they pretended their wonted 
Joue, and ſpared them a good quantity of corne to 
 conftime the ſame: Strangers alſo came to this place, 
prerending only to ſee him and his company, whom 
they neuer ſaw before that time, but intending to 
10yne with the reft to kill them, as after appeared, 
But being forced through extremitie to lodge in their 
honſes, which they much preſſed, God polleſſed the 
hcart of the Captaine with juſt iealouſie, giving ſtrait 
command, that as one part of his company ſlept, 
the ref ſhould wake, declaring ſome things to them 
which hee vaderſtood, whereof hec. conid make no 


good 
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good conſtruction. Some of the /ndiens ſpying a fit 
opportunitie, ſtole ſome beads alſo from him, which 
hee na ſooner perceiued, having not aboue ſic men 
wich him, drew chem all from the Boat, and ſer them 
on their put the Sachin; houſe , "where the 
moſt of rlie peyple were, threatning to fall vpon them 
without further delay, if they would not forthwith re- 
ſtore chem, ligufying to the Sachim eſpecially, and fo 
to them all, that as he would not offer the leaſt iniury 
ſo hee would not receive any at their hands, which 
ſhould eſeipe witliout puni t or due ſaeis faction. 
Hereupon the Sebi beſtirred him to finde out the 
party, which when he had done, cauſed him to returne 
them aguine to the ſhallop, and came to the Capts ine, 
deſiring him to fearch whether they were not abour the 
Boat, who ſuſpecting theił knauery, ſent one, who 
found them lying openly vpon the Boats caddy ; yet 
to appeaſe his anger, they brought corne afreſh to trade, 
inſomuch as he laded hisſhatlop, and fo departed. This 
accidenr ſo daunted their courage, as they durſt not at- 
tempe any thing againſt him. So that throug h the good 
mercy and prouidence of God they returned in ſafety. 
At chis place the Iadian, ger abundance of Bulle both 
fummer and winter: for ie being'now Pebruary they 
abounded wich: chem. | 

In che 3 of March, hauing refreſhed him- 
ſelte, he tooke a ſhallop, and went to Aanomet, to fetch 
home that which the Gouernour had formerly bought, 
hoping alſo to get more from them, but was deceiued 
in hi expectation, nor finding that entertainment hee 
found elſe- where, and the Gouernour had there recei- 
ued. The reaſon whereof, and of the treachery inten- 
ded in the plac: before ſpoken of, was not then knowne 
vato vs, but after wards: wherein may be ohſerued the 
abundant mercics of God working with his proui- 


dence for our good. Captaine Standiſh being now far 
| from 
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from che Boat, and not iboue two or three of our men 
wich him, and as many wich the ſhallop, was not l 
at Caracum the Sachims houſe, but in came two 
the Maſſac huſet men, the chiefe of them was called 
Mitawamat, a notable inſulting villaine, one who had 
formerly imbrucd his hands in the bloud of Exgliſ and 
French, and had oft boaſted of his owne valour, and de- 
rided their weaknetle, eſpecially becauſe (as hee ſaid) 
they died crying, making ſowre faces, more like children 
than men. This villaine cooke a dagger from about 
his necke, (Which hee had gotten of Maſter:1/:ftons 
people) and preſented it to the Schi, and taſter made 
a long ſpecch in an audacious manner, framing it in 
ſuch fort, as the Capraine (though he be the bet Lin- 
uiſt amongſt vs) could not gather any thing from it. 
he end of it was afterward diſcouered to be as follow. 
eth: The Maſſacheuſeucłt had formerly concluded 
to ruinate Maſter tn, Colonie, and thought them- 
ſelues, being about thirty or forty men ſtrong, enough 
to exccute the ſame: yet they durſt not attempt it, till 
ſuch time as they had gathered more ſtrength to them- 
ſclues to make their party good againſt vs at P/:wvorh, 
concluding, chat if we remained, (though they had no 
other Arguments to vic againſt vs) yet we would neuer 
leaue the death of our Countrymen en 1. ig and 
cherefore their ſafety could not be without the ouer- 
throw of both Plantations. To this end they had for- 
merly ſollicited this Sachim, as alſo the other called 
Tanough ac Aut tachieſt, and many others to aſſiſt them, 
and now agauie came to proſecute the ſame; and ſince 
there was ip faire an opportunitie offered by the Cap- 
taines preſence, tity thouglit beſt to make ſure him and 
lis company. After this his meſſage was deliuered, his 
entertumment much exceeded the Captaines, inſo- 
much as he {corned at cheir behauiour, and told chem 
ot 1t; atter which they would haue perſwaded hum, be- 
cauſe 
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cauſe the weather was cold, to haue ſent to the Boat for the 
reſt of his company, but he would not, e 
to ptomiſe, that che corne might be caried downe, md 
hee would: content the women for their labour, Which 
they did. At the ſame time there was a luſty ada of 
Paoet or Cape Cod then preſent, who had euer demea- 
ned himfelſe well towards vs, being in his general cari- 
1 mr courreous, and louing, eſpecially towards : 
the Ciptaine, This Sauage was now entred into confe- 
deracie with the reſt, yet to auoid fuſpition , made many 
ſignet of his continued affections, and would needs be- 
tow 2 kerde of ſome ſix ot ſeuen gallons on bim, and 
. of any thing in lieu thereof, ſaying, 
he was rich, and could afford ro beftow ſuch fauours on 
his friends whom he loued: alſo he would freely helpe to 
| Carry ſome of the corne, affirming he had neuer dove the 
Ie in his life before, and ho wind being bad n. 
needs lodge with him at their Rindeyow, having indee 
vndertaken to kill him before they which done 
they intended to fall vpon the reſt. The night proued ex- 
cceding cold, inſomuch as the Captaine could not take any 
At, bur either walked or curned himſeſſe to and fro it the 
Gre : This che other obſetued, and asked wherefore hee 
did not ſleepe as at other times, who anſwered he knew 
not well, but had no deſire at all to reſt, So that hee 
chen miſt his opportunity. The wind ſeruing on the next 
diy, they ferurned home, accompanied with the other /»- 
dian, who vſed many arguments to perſwade them to goe 
to Pammer, where himſelfe had much corne, and mary \ 
other, the moſt whereof he would procure for vs, ſeemin 
to ſorrow forour wants. Once the 5 put forth >, 
him, and was forced backe by contrary wind; which wind 
ſcruing for the A. ſſar hiſet. was fitted to goe thither. But 
on a ſudden it altered againe. . 
During the time that the Capraine was at CAlovowek, > 
newes came tb Plimorh, that Maſſaſſewar was like to die, 
and that at the fame time chere was a Dutch ſhip _ 0 
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high on the ſhore by ſtreſſe of weather, righr þefore his 
dwelling, that till the tides cocrgaſed, ſhee could not be goe 
off. No it ae a commendable manner of che Indiana, 
when any (eſpecially of note) are cangergully licke, forall 
that profcllc Bendl to chem, to vilit them in their extre- 
mitie, either in their perſonz, or eſſe to ſend ſome accepra- 
ble perſons to them, therefore it was thougbt meet (bf 
a good and warrantable actian) that as wee had eucr proſet 
ſed friendſhip, ſo wee ſhould now maintaine che ſame, hy 
obſcruing this their laudable cuſtome: and the rather, ho, 
cauſe wee deſired to haue ſome conference with the Nutch, 


not knowing hen wee ſhould haue ſo fir an oppottunitig 


o that end my ſelſe having formerly beene there, and yn-

nour againe laidchis ſeruice ypon my ſelſe, and fitted mee 


with ſome cordials gene to him, hauing one þ 
Jabs 1 Lenden (who = winte: 
with vs, and deſited much to ſee the Countrey) for my 
Conſort, and Hebbamoc ł for our guide. So wee ſet ſor- 
ward, and lodged the firſt night at Nawacker, where wee. 
had friendly entertainment. I he next day about one of the 
locke, we came to a ſerrĩe in Conbatents Countrey, where 
vpon diſcharge of my peece, diuers Indians came to vs 
from a houſe not farre off. There they told vs, that CMoſea 
ſefſowat was dead, and that day buried, and that the Dutch 
would be gone before we could get thither, hauing houe off 
their ſhip already. This newes ſttucke vs blancke : but e- 
ſpecially Hobbameck, who deſired we might returne with 
all ſpeed. I cold him I would firſt thinke of ir, conlidering, 
now that hee being dead, Conbatart was the moſt like to 
ſucceed him, and that we were not abaue three miles ſrom 
HMattapuyſt his dwelling place, although hee were but a 
hollou- hearted friend towards vs, I thought nq time ſo fe 
as this, to enter into more friendly termes with, him, and 
the reſt of che Sachimy thereabout, hoping. (through the 
bfeſſing of God) it would be a meanes in that ynſftled ſtate, 

to ſettle their affections towards vs , od hong it wers 

| ſomewhat 
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his like he was no lyer, he was 
t udiens; In anger and 
paſſion he was ſoone reclaimed, eaſie to be reconciled to- 
wards ſuch as had offended him, ruled by reaſon in fuch 
meaſure, as he would not ſcorne the aduice of meane men, 
end that he governed his men better with few ſtrokes than 
others did with many; truly louing where he loued ; yea 
he feared we had nota faithfull friend left among the /»di- 
aur. ſhewing how he oft-ctimes reſtrained their malice, &c, 
continuing a long ſpeech with ſuch ſignes of lamentation 
and vnfcigned ſorrow, as it would haue made the hardeſt 
heart relent. At length we came to Mattapayſt, and went 
to the Sachimo Comaco (for ſo they call the achim place, 
ough they call an ordinarie houſe Hires ) but . 
che Sechire was not at home, but at Puckevotich. which 
was ſome Hue or fix miles off; the Sgua ſachim ( for ſo 
they call the S hint wife) gave vs friendly entertainment. 
Here wee inquired againo concerning Aſaſſaſmat, they 
thought him dead, but knew no certainty; whereupon IT 
hired one to goe with all expedition to Puckenokich, that 
we might know the certainty thereof, and withall to ac- 
guiint Cons arant with our there being. About halfe an 


e meſſenger returned, and 
told vs that he was not yet dead ehough there was no hope

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we ſhould finde him liuing. Vpon «ig. we wars mech. te- 
uiued, and ſer forward Mich all ſpeed,,chovgh ij wie, Ie

within night ere we got thither. Abourewo of y] | 
chat afrcrnoonc the Dutchmen departed, ſa chat in cher re- 
ſpect our iourncy was fruſtrate, When we eame chicher ve 
nd che houſe ſo full of men, as we could ſcarce get in, 
ugh they vſed their beſt diligence to make ny tor va. 
There were they in the middeſt of their charmes fee him, 
making ſuch a helliſh noife, as it diſtempered vs that were 
well, and therefore vnlike to caſe hum that was ficke, About 
him were {ix or eight women, who chafed his armes, legs,

neuer [ce thee againe, Then! called Hobbamock. and. deſi- 
red him to tell Maſſaſſemat, thas the Gouetrnour hearing 
of his ſickneſſe was forty for the ſame, and though by tea- 
ſon of many buſineſſes he could not come himſelſe, yet he 
ſent me with ſuch things for him as he thought moſt like» 
ly to doe him good in this his extremitie, and whereof 
if he pleaſed to take, I would preſently give him; which 
he deſired, and hauing a confection of many. comfortable 
conſerues, &c. on the point of my knife, I gaue him ſome, 
which 1 could ſcarce get thorow his teeth; when it was 
diffolued in his mouth, he ſwallowed the iuice of ze, where- 
at choſe that were about him much reioyced, ſay ing, he had 
not ſwallowed any thing in two daies beſore. Then I de- 
fired to {ce his mouth, Which was cxceedingly furred, = 
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his. tongue ſwelled in ſuch 3 is it was not poſſible 
for him 20 er ſuch mear 88 they had his paſſage being 
Rope vp: chen I walbed his mouch;and ſerapec his tongue, 

ot abyndance of corruption out of the ſame, Aſter 
which, | gave him worc of che conſection, which he ſwal. 
lowed wich more readinetley then he deſiring to drinke, 
Iduſolued ſome of it in water, and gane hun thereof: 
within balfe an houre chis wr a great alteration in 
him in the eyes of all cher. deheld him; preſently after his 
ſigbt began to come to him, which gave lum and vs good 
encouragement, In the meane time I inquired how hee 
flept, nden he went ta che ſtoole? They ſaid he ſlept 
not in two daicꝭ beſore, and had not had a floole in fiuc; 
then | gaue him more, and told him of à miſhap we had 
by the way in breaking 2 bottle of drinke, which the Go- 
uernour alſo ſept him, Gying. Af he would ſend any of his 
men to P4t»xet, | would-ſend for more of the ſame, alſo 
for chickens to make him broth, and for other things 
which 1 knew were good for him, and would ſtay the re- 
gurne of che meſſenger if hedelired. This hee tooke mar- 
ycllous kindly, an inted ſome who were ready to 
goc by two of che elↄche in che morning, againſt which 
time ] made ready a lettet, declaling therein our good ſuc- 
relle, the ſtate of his body, &c. deſiring to ſend me ſuch 
things as I ſent for, and ſuch phyſicke as the Surgion durſt 
adminiſter to him. He e queſted me that the day follow 
ing, I would rake my Peeoe, and kill him ſome Fowle, and 
make him ſome Nasa e, ſuch as he had eaten ar 
Plimoth, which | promiſed: k his ſtomacke comming 
to him, I muſt needs make him ſome without Fowle, be- 
fore I went abroad, which [ſomewhat troubled me, being 
vnaccuſtomed and ynacquaintedin ſuch buſineiſes, eſpeci 
ally hauing nothing to make it comfortable, my Conſorr 
being as ignorant as my ſelfe ; but * wee muſt doe 
famewhat, I cauſed a woman to bruiſe ſome corne, and 
take the flower from it, and fer ouer the grut or broken 
carne in a pipkin (for they haue earthen pots of all ſizes.)

When the day broke, we went out (ic being now 
to fecke herbes, but could not finde any but ſtraw 


leaues, of which I gathered a handfull and put into the 
fame, and becauſe I had nothing to reliſh it, I went forth 


againe, and pulled vp a Saxatras root, and ſliced a peece 
chcreof, and boyled it till it had a good reliſh, and then 
reoke ic out againe, The broth being boyled, I ſtrained 
it thorow my handkerchiffe, and gaue him at leaft a 
inte, which he dranke, and liked it very well. After this 
bis ſight mended more and more, alſo he had three mo- 
derate ſtooles, and tooke ſome reſt. Inſomuch as wee 
with admiration bleſſed Cod for giving his bleſſing to 
ſuch raw and ignorant meanes, making no doubt of his 
recouery, himſelfe and all of chem acknowledging vs the 
inſtruments of his preſeruation. That morning he cauſed 
me to ſpend in going from one to another amongſt thoſe 
that were ſicke in the Towne, requeſting me to waſh their 
mouthes alſo, and giue to each of there ſome of the ſame 
I gaue him, ſaying, they were good folke, This paines I 
tooke with willingneſſe, though it were much offenſiue 
to me, not being accuſtomed with ſuch poyſonous ſauours, 
After dinner he deſired me to get him a Gooſe or Duck, nd 
make him ſome portage there with, with as much ſpeed as 
I could : ſo I rooke a man with me, and made a ſhot at a 
couple of Ducks, ſome (ix ſcore paces off, and killed one, 
at which he wondered: ſo we returned forthwith, and 
dreſſed it, making more broth therewith, which he much 
delired y neuer did ſee a man fo low brought, recouer in 
that meaſure in ſo ſhort a time. The Fowle being extra- 
ordinary fat, I told Hcbbameck I muſt take off the top 
thereof, ſay ing it would make him very ſicke againe if he 
did cat it; this hce acquainted Maſſaſſi wat therewith, 
who would not be perſwaded to it, though I preſſed it 
very much, ſhewing che ſtrength thereof, and the weak- 
nelle of his tomacke, which could not poſſibly beare ir, 
Notwithſtanding he made a groſſe meale of it, and ate as 
much as would well haue ſatuis fied a man in health. About 
an 
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They asked me what I thought of him; I antwered, Jus caſe 
was deſperate, yet it might be it would ſaue his life: for if 
je ceaſed in time, he would r and take reſt, 
which was the principall thing he wanted. Not long after 
his bloud ſtaied, and he flepe at leaſt fix or eight houres 

when he awaked I waſhed his face, and bathed and ſuppled 

his beard r 4 be 
chopt his noſe in the water, and drew vp ſome-therein, an 
cop 2 aine with ſuch 3.5. ch he began to bleed 
afrcſh, 1 . there was no hope, but we perceĩ · 
ued it was but the tenderneſſę of his noſtrill, and therefore 

told them ] thought ic would Ray preſently, as indeed it dd. 
The melſengers were now returned, but finding his ſto- 

macke come to him, he would not haue the chickens killed, 

but kept them ſor breed. Neither durſt wee giue him any 
phyſicke which was then ſent, becauſe his body was ſo much 
altered ſince our inſtructions, neither ſaw we any need, not 
doubting now of his recouery, if he were careſull. Many 
whileſt we were there came to ſee him, ſome by their report 
from a place not letſe than an hundred miles. To all that 

came one of his chicfe men related the manner of his ſick · 

neſſe, how neere hee was ſpent, how amonglt others his 

friends the Engliſh came to ſee him, and Low dents they 

recouered him to this ſtrength they ſaw, he being now able 

to fic vpright of hiuiſelfe. 

The day before our comming, another Sachim bein 

there, told him, that now he mi hi ſee lrow de . 

the Exgliſs were, ſaying if we had beene ſuch friends in deed, 

as We were in ſhew, we would haue viſited him in this his 

ſickneſle, viing many arguments to wichdraw his affections, 

and to perſwade him co giue way to ſome things agaiult vs, 

which were motioned to him not long before 3- but vpon 5 


this 
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this his recouery, he brake forth inte theſe ſpeeches j Now I 
ſee che Exglißß are my friends and loue me, and whileſt I live 
Iwill neuer forget this kindneſſe they haue ſhewed mee, 
h ileſt we were there, our entertainment exceeded all other 
ſtrangers. Diners other things were worthy the noting, but 
feare l haue beene too tedious. | 

At our coming away, he called Hebbamock to him, & pri- 
uarely (none hearing ſaue to or three other of his Preeſes, 
who are of his Councell) reuealed the plot of the Xſafſa- 
cheuſencks before ſpoken of, againſt Matter Weffons Colony, 
and ſo againſt vs, ſaying that the people of Nawſer, Paower, 
Sacconct Mattachieft, Manomer Apowaywam, and the Ile 
of Capawack, were ioyned with them; himſelſe alſs in his 
ſicknetſc was carneftly follieited, but he would neither ioyne 
therein, nor giue way to any of his. Therefore as we reſpe- 
ed the liues of our Conntrymen,and our owneafrer-{afety, 
he aduiſed vs to kill the men of Auſſachuſer. whio were 
authors of this intended miſchfefe. And whereas wee were 
wont to ſay, we would not ſtrike a ftroke till they frſt be- 
gun; if ſaid he ypon this intelligence, they make that an- 
ſwer, tell them, when their Countrymen at 3 
ate killed, they being not able to defend themſelues, hae 
then it will be too late to recouer their lines, nay through the 
multitude of aduerſaries they ſhall with 3 pre- 
ſcrue their owne, and therefore he counſelled without delay 
to take away the principals, and then the plot would ceaſe. 
With this he charged him thorowly to acquaint me by the 
way, that I might informe the Gouernour thereof at my firft 
comming home. Being fitted for our rerurne, we tooke our 
Jeaue of him, who returned many thanks to our Gouernour, 
ard alſo to our ſclues for our labour and love: the like did 
al that were about him. So we departed. 

Thar night thoro the earneſtre of Crbatant, who til 
no remained at Sawazms or Puck.erwhick, we lodgedwith 
him at Mattanuy ft. By the way I had much conference with

them, then comfortable to vs. Here wee remained onely 
that night, but neuer had better entertainement amongſt | 
any of them. 

The day following, in our iourney, Hebbemwock told me 
ef the private conference he had with Aaſſaſſowat, and 
how he charged him perfectly to acquant me therewith 
(as I ſhewed before) which hauing done, he vſed many 
argumeuts himſelfe to moue vs thereunto; That night 
we lodged at Namarker, and the day following about the 
mid · way betweene it and home, wee met rwo Tadian,

who told vs that Captaine Staadiſb was that day gone to 
the Alaſſachaſet/: but contrary windes againe driue him 


backe, ſo that we found him at home; where che Indus of 
Paemet ſtill was, being very importunate that the Captaine 
ſhould take the hiſt nitie of a faire wind to goe 
wah him, but their ſecret and villanous purpoſes being 
through Gods mercy now made knowue, the Gouernour 
cauſed Captaine Srendy to ſend him away without any 
diſtaſt or manifeſtation of anger, that wee might the better 
effect and bring to palle that which ſhould be thought 

moſt necellary. | 
Beiore this journey we heard many complaints both by 
the Im and ſome others of beſt deſert amongſt Maſter 
Weftons Colony, how exceedingly their Company abaſcd 
themſelues by vndirect meanes, to get victualls from the 
Indians, who dwelc not farre from them, fetching them 
wood and water, & c. and all for a meales meate, Whereas 
in the meane time, they might with diligence haue gotten 
enough to haue ſerued them three or foure times. ther 
by night brake che earth, and robbed the /udrans _ 
Or 


for which they liad beene publiquely ſtocked 2 
ind yerwas herefauall — 20 This was about : 
end of February, at which time they had ſpent all, cheic

of were to this effect That being in great want, and their 
ople daily falling downe, he intended to goe to Mus-

the firſt opportunitie of wind; but knew not how the 
Colony would be preſerued till his returne: he had vied 
all meanes both to buy and borrow of Iudiant whom hee 
knew to be ſtored, and he thought maliciouſly with-held 
n, and therefore was reſolued to take it by violence, and 
onely waited the returne of the Mcilenger, which he deſi- 


red ſhould be haſtned, crauing his advice therein, pro- 
miſing alſo to make reſtitution after ward. The Gouernour

Hereupon they had thoughts to take it by violence, aud 


This courſc was well liked, and an /nd:ax was ſent with all 


that came thither a fiſhing,wich | 


receipt hereof, asked the Meſſenger what ſtore of 
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his honourable Councell for this place, both in reſpect

of the peaceable enlarging of his Maieſties Dotninions 
and alſo ofch * f 


of che propagation of the knowledge and Law of 
God, and the glad * s of ſaluation, which we and they 
were bound to ſecke, and were not to vic ſuch meancs as 
would breed a diſtaſt in the Salvages againſt our perſons 
and profeſſions, aſſuting them their Matter would incurre 
much blame hereby, neither could they anſwere the ſame, 
For our one parts our caſe was almoſt the ſame with 
theirs, hauing but a ſmall quantitie of Corne left, and 
were enforced to liue on ground nuts, cl ams, muſlels, and 


ſuch other things as naturally the Countrey afforded, and 


which did and would niaintainc ſtrength, and were caſie 

to be gotten, all which things they had in great abun- 
dance, yea, Oyſters allo which we wanted, and therefore 
neceſſitie could not be ſaid to conſtraine them thereunto. 
Moreouer, that they ſhould conſider, if they proceeded 
therein, all they could io get would maintaine them but a 
ſmall time, and then they muſt perforce ſeeke their foode 
abroad, Which hauing made te ladiams their enemies, 
would be very diff.col:for chem, and therefore much bet- 
ter to beginne a little the ſooner, and ſo continue their 
peace, vpon which courſe they might with good conſci- 
ence deſire and expect the bleſſing of God,whereas on the 


contrary thcy could not. 


Alſo chat they ſhould conſider their owne weakeneſſe, 
being moſt ſwelled, and diſcaſed in thar bodies, and 
therctore tlie more vnlikely to make their partie good a- 
gainſt them, and that they ſhould not expect helpe from 
vs in that or any tlie like vnlawfull actions. Laſtly, that 
howſocucrſome of chem might eſcape, yet the principall 
Agents ſhould expect no better then the Galhouſe, when- 
loeuer any ſpgciall Officer ſhould be ſent ouer by his Ma- 
ieſtie, or his Counccll for New Englund, which wee expec- 
ted, and who would vndoubtcdly call them to account for 
the ſame, Theſe were the contents of our Anſwere, a hich 
was directed to their Whole Coleny. Another 8

ly manner adviſed hy to deſiſt. 
Wich theſe LetrefFve diſpatched the Meſſenger;V pon 
che receipt whereof they altered cheir determination, re- 
ſoluing to ſhiſt as they could, till che rerurne of /obn Sa- 
ders from CMmnhiggew, who firſt comming to Phmoth, 
notwithſtanding our owne neceſſities, the Couernour ſpa- 
red him ſome Corne to carry them to Aunbigęen. But not 
hauing ſufficient for the Ships ſtore, he tooke a Shallop 
and leauing others with inſtructions to over ſee things 
till his returne, ſet forward about the end of February, 
ſo that he knew not of this conſpiracie of the Indians bo- 
fore his going g neither was it knowneto any of vs till our 
returne from Sama or Puckenakick : At which time allo 
another Sacbim called Waſſapizewat, brother to Obtakieff 
the Sachin of the Maſſachaſets, who had formerly ſmarted 
for partaking with Conbatent, and fearing che like againe, 
to purge hiimſelfe revealed the ſame thing. 
The three and cwentith of March being now 
which is a yeerely Court. d, the Governour having a 
double teſtimony, and many circumſtances agreeing wich 
the truth thercot, not being to vndertake warre Without 
che conſent cf the bodie of the Company; made known 
che ſame an publique Court, offering it to the conſidera- 
tion of che Companie, it being high time to come tore 
ſolution, how ſu<den ſoever it ſeemed to them, fearing it 
would bee put in execution before we could giue any in- 
telligence thereof. This buſineſſe was no letle trouble- 
ſome then grievous, and the more, becauſe it is ſo ordina- 
rie in theſe times for men to meaſure things by the events 
thereof: bur eſpecially for that wee knew no meanes to 
deliuer our Countrimen and preſerue our ſelues, then by 
returning their malicious and cruel] purpoſes vpon their 
owne heads, and cauſing them to fall into the tame pitte

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carriages towards them hee might the better iudge of the 


cheir faces, yea if in any thing they gaine-ſayd them, they 
/ were ready to hold a knife at their breaſts; that to oY

they had digged for others, though it much pricucd ys to 
82 he boodof cthoſc andere wee cur intended 
and ay med at, as a principall in all our ings. But 
in the end we came ep. bli e * be- 
caufe jt was a matter of ſuch waghtas euery man was not 
of ſufficiency to iudge, nor fitneſſe to know, becauſe of 
many other Tadian which day ly as occalion ſerueth con- 
ueric with vs; therefore the Governour, his Aſſiſtant, and 
the Captaine, ſhould take ſuch to thẽſelues as they thought 
moſt meete, and conclude thereof; which done we came 
to this concluſion, That Captaine Stends/b ſhould take fo 


many men as he thought aliens to make his party good 


againſt all the Ind in the CMaſſachuſet-bay; and becauſe 


(as all men know that haue had to doe in that kinde) it is 
mpoiſi ble to deale with them vpon 25 defiance, but to 
take them in ſuch trappes as they lay for others; therefore 
hee ſhould pretend trade as at other times: but firſt goe 
to the Erliſ and acquaint them with the plot, and the 
end of his o] ne comming, that comparing it with their 


certainty of it, and more fit hy take opportunity to r 

the ſ. = bur ſhould forberre if it were roſſtble till ſuc 
time as hee could make ſure Mus, that bloody and 
bold villaine before ſpoken of, whoſe heade hee had order 
ro bring with him, that hee might be a warning and ter- 
rour to all of that diſpoſition. Vpon this Captaine Star- 
diſi made choyce of eight men, and would not take more 
becauſe hee would prevent iealouſie, knowing their guil- 
ty conſciences would ſoone be prouoked chereunto: but 
on the next day before hee could goe, caine one of Mr. 
W:ſtons Company by land vnto vs, with his packe at his 
backe, who made a pitifull narration of their lamentable 
and weake eſtate, and of the Indians carriages, whoſe bold- 
neile increaſed abundantly, inſomuch as the victuals they 
got they would take it out of their pottes and cate before 
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chem content, ſince /ohy Sanders went to Mnnhiggen, they 
had hanged one cf them that ſtole cheir corne, and yer 
they regarded it not; that another of their Company was 
turned Saluage, that cheir people had moſt foriaken the 
rowne, and made their randeuous where chey got their 
victuals, becauſe they would not cake paines to bring it 
home; that they had ſold their cloathes for corne, and 
were ready to ſtarue both with cold and hunger alſo, be- 
cauſe they could not indure to get victuals by reaſon of 


their nakedneſſe; and that they werg diſperſed into three 


Companies ſcarce hauing any poder and ſhot left. What 
— be the event of cheſe tungs (he ſaid) he much fea- 
red ; and therefore not daring to ſtay any longer among 
them, though hee knew not the way yet aduentured to 
come to vs, partly to make knowne their weake and dan- 
gerous eſtate, as hee conceiued, and partly to deſire hee 
might chere iemaine till things were better ſettled at the 
other plantation. As this relation was grievout to vs, ſo it 
gaue vs good encouragement to proceede in our intend- 
ments, tor which Captaine Standiſt was now fitted, and 
the winde comming faire, the next day ſet forth for the 
CHMaſſachuſets, 

The Iadiaut at the EMaſſachnſers milled this man, and 
ſuſpecting his comming, to vs as we conceiue, ſent one af+ 
ter him and gaue out there that hee would never come to 
Pataxet,but that ſome Wolues or Beares would cate him: 
but we know both by our owne experience, and the report 
of others, that though chey finde a nian ſleeping, yet ſo 
ſoone as there is lite diſcerned they feare and ſhun him. 
This Indus milled him but very little, and miſſing him 
alled by the towne and went to AManomet, whom wee 
oped to tale at his return, as afterward we did. Now was 
our Fort made fit for ſeruice and ſome Ordnance moun- 
ted; and though it may ſeeme long worke it being ten 
moneths ſince it begun, yet wee muſt note, chat hem ſo 
great a work is begun with ſuch ſmall meanes, a little time 
cannot bring to perfection: beſide thoſe workes which 


tend 
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tend to che preſervation of man, the enemie of inankinde 
will Malerei in him Leh, ſometimes blinding the 
judgement and cauſing realonable men to reaſon againſt 
one ſafcty, as amongſt vs diucr!c ſeeing che worke 
vue tedious, would haue diiſwaded from proceeding, 
Eeiag chemſelues with peace and ſecurity, and accouns 
ting it racher a worke of ſuperfluity and vainc-glory, then 
ſample neceſſity. But er g rovidence hail waked 
as I may ſay, watched for vs whultt wee flepe) having 
determined to preſerue vs from theſe intended irracheries, 
vndoubtedly ordained this as a ſpeciall meanes to advan- 
tage ys and diſcourage: our adverſaries, and therefore ſg 
fired vp the hearts of the Governours and other forward 
inſtruments, as the work was ĩuſt made ſerviceable againſt 
this needfull and dangerous time., though wee ignorant 
of the ſame. Bur that | may proceed, the Indus latt men- 
tioned in his rcrurne from fonower, came through the 
tone pretending ſtill friendſhip and in loua to ſce vs, but 
as formerly others, ſo his end was to ſee whether wee con- 
tinued ſtill in health and 1 1 or fell into weakeneile 
like their neighbours, which they hoped and looked for 
(though God in ys provided better for vs) and hee 
knew would be glad tydings to his Countrey men. But 
here the Governour ſtayd lum, and ſending for him to the 
Fort, there gaue the Guard charge of him as their priſoner, 
Vuvherxe hee told him hee muſt be contented to remaine tull 
the returne of Captaine Stidiſb from the Aaſſachuſets, ſo 
hee was locked in a chaine to a ſtaple in the. Court of 
uard, and there kept. Thus was our Fort hagſelled. this 
eilig the firſt day as I take it, that euer any watch was 
there kept. ann 
Lhe Captaine being now come to tha Afeſſachuſets, 
went rſt to the ſhip, but found neither man, or Aae | 
as a degge therein: vpon the diſcharge of a Musker che 
Miſter and ſome others of the plantation ſhewed. them. 
ſelues, who were on the ſhore gathering ground-nuts,and 


getting other foode. After ſalutation Captaine Stendeſh.

aaked them how they durſt ſo leaue the ſhip and: Inie in 
| ſuchſecurity, who anſwered like men ſeniledſe of cher 
owne miſery, they feared not the fndiors, but lived and 


gunne or needing the ſame. Lo which the ne an» 
Krered, if chere were no cauſe hee was the gladder, but 


ypon further inquirie, vnderſtanding that thoſe in whom 
labs Sanders had receiued moſt ſpecial confidence and left 


n his ſtead to governe the reſt were at the Plantation, thi- 
ther hee went, and to be briefe, made knowne the /ndbaxs 
| e and the end of his owne comming, as alſo (which 
former I omitted) that if afterward they durſt not there 
ſtay, it was the intendment of the Goucruours and 
of Plawonth there to receive them till they could be bet- 
ter prouided: but if they conceiued of any other courſe 
chat might bee. more likely for their good, that him- 
- ſelke ſhould further them therein to the vttermoſt of his 
power. Theſe men comparing other circumſtances with 
that they now. heard, anſwered, they could expect no bet - 
ter, and it was Gods mercy that they were not killed be- 
fore hia comming, deſiring therefore that hee would neg- 
. Ic no oppottunitie to proceede: Hereupon hee adviſed 
them to ſecrecy, yet withall to ſend ſpeciall command to 
one third of cheir Company that were fartheſt off to come 
home, and there enioyue them on paine of deathto keepe 
che tovne, himſelſe allowing chem a pint of Indian corne 
to a man for a day (though ſtore hee had was ſpared 
our of our ſred.) The weather proving very wet and ſtor- 
my, it was the longer before hee could doe any thing-— 
Inche meane time an India came to hum and brought 
ſome furres, but rather to gather what hee could from the 
Captain es, then comming then for trade; and though the 
Captaine carry ed things as ſmoothly as poſſibly he could, 
vet at his returne hee reported hee ſaw by his eyes that hee 
nas ng 0 his heart, and therefore beganne to ſuſpect 
» themaſejucs diſcouered. Thi cauſed one Peck/ſuor who 
Vas a Pineſe, being a man of a notable ſpirit to come to 
t © Ho- 


ſuffered them to lodge with them, not having word, or 


le 
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Kd obbameck who was then with chem, and sold him hee 
vnderſtood that che Captaine was come to kill hunſelte 
andthe reſt of rhe Saluages there, xc}] him ſayd hoe wee 
know it, but icate hum not, nearhea will wee ſhuime hun 
but let bun beginne When hee dare, he ſhall not take vs gc 
vnawares: many times ater daucric ot them ſeucerally, or 
frw together, came to the Plantation to him, where chey 
would het and ſharpen che points af dicir kniues betore 
his face, and vſe N — inſultug getturey and 
fpceches. Amo reſt, ann bragged of 
the cxcellency hie knife, on che end of ae Pendle 
chere was pictured a womens fact, but fayd hee, I haue 
zmuther at Where with I aue killed both Fronch and 
Ex7bfp, and that hach a mans face on it, and by and by 
theie two muſt marry: Furclier hee ſayd ot that knife hee 
there had; Hunaim nemen, human mic hen, marta cute: 
that is to ſay, By and by it ſhiould fee, and by and by it 
mould cate, but not ſpeake. Alſo Peaiſaat being a man of 
greater ſtature chen the Captaine, told him though hee 
were a great . yet hec was but a little man: and 
ſayd lie, though I be no Sachim, yet ] am a man of great 
ftrengrh and courage. Theſe tlungs the Captaine obſer- 
ved, yet bare vxich patience for the preſent. On the next 
day, {ccing hee could not get many of chem together at 
once, and this Peattast and Wunwamat both together, 
wath another man, and a youth of ſome eighteene 
yerres of age, which was brother to Witwwamat, and vil- 
Hine · hke trode in hi ſteps, dayly putting many tricks vp- 
n the weaker fort of men, and hauing about as many of 
8 owne ny in a roome with them, gaue the word 
to his men, aid the doore being faſt ſhuc began himſelfe 
with Pcobruot, and ſnatchifig his owne knife from his neck 
though wich much ſtruggliug killed him there with, the 
point whereof hee had made as ſharpe as a needle, and 
ound the backe allo to an edge: Viamamat and the o- 
ther man, tlie eit killed, and tooke the youth, whom the 


Cap. cauſed tobe hanged; but it is incredible how man 
| wounds 


wounds theſe two Puccſes receinced before they dyed, not 


making any fearfull noyſe, but catching ac their weapons 
and firwing roche ſtood by all chis time 
22 1 and meddled not, obſerving our men 


demeaned themſelues in this action; all being here ended, 
ſmiling hee brake forth into theſe ſ —— 
Yeſter-day Peckgwor bragging of his one ft and 
ſtature, ſayd, though you werea great Captaine yer you 
were but a little man; but to day I ice you are big enough 
to lay ham on the ground. But to proceed, there being ſom 
women at the ſame time, Captaine Standiſh left them in 
the cuſtody of M'. W:ſtens people at the towne, and ſent 
word to anocher Company that had intelligence of things 
to kill thoſe Jada men that were amongtt them, theie 
killed rwo more: himſelfe alſo with ſome of his owne 
men went to another place, where they killed another, and 
through the negligence of one man an Iadas eſcaped, 
whodiſcoucred and crotled their 2 

Not long before this execution, three of Mr. lan 
men which more regarded their bellies then any com · 
mand or Commander, hauing formerly fared well wich 
che Indiaus for making them Clanoes, went againe to the 
Sechm to offer their ſeruice, and had entertainement. The 
frit night they came thither within night late came 8 
Meſſenger with all ſpeed, and delmercd a ſad and ſhort 
meilage: Whereupon all che mengatheredtogerher, put 
on thewr bootcs and breeches, trailed vp themiclues, and 
tooke their bowes and arrowcs and went forch, telling 
them they went a hunting, and that at their returne they 
ſhould hauc veniſon enoug n. Being now gone, one be- 
ing more ancient and wiſe then the reſt, calling former 
tlungs to minde, eſpecially che Captaines preſence, and the 
ſtrait charge that ou paine of death none ſhould go a Muſ- 
ket · hot from the plantation, and comparing thus ſudden 
departure of theirs there with, began to dillike and with 
himſelfe at home againe, which was further of then di-

Sache me retur- 
ned to the Plantation where ee xclxaſed the Women and 
would not take their beaver coatesfrom them; nor ſuffer 
the leaſt diſcourteſie to bee ollered ihem. Nowmwere Mr. 
Meſtens people reſolued to leaue their Plantation aud goe 
for Mx:higgen, hoping to get patiage and returne with 
abc fiſhing Iimps.

Thus meſſags wes deliucred, and che partie would haue 
returned with anſiwere, But was at firit ditſwaded by them, 
whom aftcrward they would bur could not perfwade ws 
come to vs. Arlength (chough a Woman came and 
told vs that Obtakzeft was ſorry tha che Engliſh werekilied 
before he heard from the Governour, otherwiſe he would 
hauc ſent them. Alſo ſhee ſaid, he would fame make his 
peace againe with vs, but none of his men durſt cometo 
treato it, hauing forſaken his dwell ing, and daily re- 
moued from place to place, expecting when wee would 
take further vengeanceon him. 
Concerning thoſe other people that intended to joyne 
with the Adaſſechaſeack; againſt vs, though we neuer went 
againſt any of chem, yet chis ſuddaine and vnexpetted exe - 
cution, with the juſt iudgement of God vpon 
their conſciences, hath ſo terrified and amazed

They are com- 
monly men ot the greateſt ſtarure & ſtrength, and ſuch as 
wil endure moſt hardneile, and yet are more diſcreer;cour- 
teous, and humane in their carry ages then any amongſt 
them, ſcorning thett, lying, and the like baſe dealings, 
and ſtand as much vpon their reputation as any men. 
And to the end they may haue ſtore ot theſe, they traine 
vp the moſt forward and likelieit boy es from their childe- 
hood in great hardnetle, and make them abſtaine from 
inty meate, oblerving diuers orders preſcribed, to che 
end that when they are ot age the Diuell may appeare to 
them, cauſing to drinke the iuyce ot Sentry and other bit- 
ter hearbes till chey caſt, which chey mult diſgorge into 
the platter, and drinke againe, and againe, till at lengrh 
through extraordinary oppreſſing of nature it will ſeeme 
to bee all blood, and this the boyes will doe with eagernes

Therefore if thou ſee thine owne inſuf- 
ficiencie of thy ſelfe, then ioyne ro ſome others, where 
thou maieſt in ſome meaſure enjoy the ſame, ocherwiſe aſ- 
lure chy ſelfe, thou art better here thou art. Some there 
be that thinking akogerhcr of their preſent wants they 
enioy here, and not dreanny of any there, through indiſ· 
cretion plunge themſelues into a * ſea of miſery. 
As for example, it may be here, rent and firing are ſo char- 
geable, as without great difficukie a man cannot accom- 
pliſh che ſame; neuer conſidering, that as he ſhall haue no 
rent to pay, fo he mult build his houſe before he haue i 
and perzdventure may with more eaſe pay for his fu 
here, then cut and fetch it home, if he haue not cattell ro 
draw it there; though there is no ſcarcitie but racher too 
great plentie. 

] writc not theſe things to diſſwade any chat ſhall ſeri- 
dc ully vpon due examination ſet chemſielues to further the 
glory ot Cod, and the honour of our Countrey, in ſo 
worthy an Enterpriſe, but rather to diſcourage ſuch as 
vv 1;h too great lightnelle vndertake juch courſes, who 
p.r:dveniure ſtraine themſelues and their friends for their 
llage thuher, and are no ſooner there, chen ſeeing their 
ohh 11magination made voyde, are at their wits end, and 
would giue ten ues fo much tor their returne, if they 
c-uld procure it, and out of ſuch diſcontented paſſions

As for example, I haue heard ſome coin plaine of ochers 
for their large reports of Ne England, and yet becauie 
they mult drinke water and Want many del: cates they here 
ciuoyed, could preſeutly returne with their mouthes full 
of clamours. And can any bee ſo {imple as to conceiue 
that che fountaines ſhould ſtreame forth Winc, or Beare, 
or che woods and rivers be like Butchers-ihops, or Fuh- 
mongers ſtalles, where they might haue things taken to 
their hands. If thou canſt not liue without ſuch chings,and 
haſt no meancs to procure the one, and wilt not take 
paines for tlie other, nor halt ability co employ others for 
thee, reſt where thou art: for as a proud heart, a dainty 
tootli, a beggerspurts, and an idle hand, bee here intolle- 
rablc, ſo that perſon that hach theſe qualities there, is much 
more abhommable. If cherctore God hath gyuen thee a 
heart to vndertake ſuch courſes, vpon ſuch grounds as 
beare thee out in all ditticulties, vac. his glory as a princi- 
pall, and all other outward good things but as acceilaries, 
whuch peradventure thou ſhalt enioy, and it may be not: 
then thou wilt with true comfort and thanktulnes receiue
